Other somewhat similar stu of sick- 
ness have been made of industrial 
groups. 

This Hagerstown study differed from 
the ethers in that it included children 
as well as grownups, unemployed as well 
as employed. It differed from the usual 
health studies in that it included mild ill - 
ness, almost the mildest illness, as well 
as fatal illness and all illness severe 
enough to cause the person to. stay 
away from work for a few days. 


In the Hagerstown study each 1,000 
children under 5 years of age had 1,588 
illnesses in the course of two summers 
and three winters; children § to 10 years 
of age had 1,554 illnesses ; 10 to 15 years, 
1,187 illnesses. The drop in the second 
half of that ten year peri6éd was much 
more rapid. At 24 years of age the 
sickness rate was considerably lower 
than that of young childhood. Then be-~ 
gan a slow, gradual, almost even rise 
until age 65 and over, in which case 
sickness was nearly two-thirds as preva- 
lent as it was in early childhood. 

The sickliest year of the school age 
period was 5 to 6.
